Tlie  Ai.AiJAMA  Baptijjt  Statk  Convention  assembled  for 
its  seventy-seeoiul  session  with  the  CJreenville  Baptist 
clmrcli,  at  ( Jreenville,  Alaljania,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  on 
Tuesday,  November  7,  1893,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
W.  C.  Cleveland,  President,  willi  Wm.  A,  Davis,  acting 
Secretary. 

2.  Devotional  Exercises  were  conducted  by  W.  C, 
Cleveland. 

3.  Delegates  were  enrolleil  as  nauK^s  aj)pear  at  end  of 
these  procecdinj^s,  the  roll  including  all  names  fded  during 
the  session.

7.  Rev.  W.  M.  Cox,  pastor  of  the  Melhcdist  Episcopal 
churrh,  and  Rev.  (r.  R.  Upton,  pastor  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church,  of  (freenville,'^^M•e  invited  to  seats. 

8.  The  Program,  as  heretofore  pul)lished  in  the  Alabama 
Baptist^  was  adopted,  with  the  substitution  of  a  speaker  and 
the  omission  of  items  17  and  22. 

9.  The  report  of  tiie  State  Board  of  ^lissions  was  read 
by  (jeo.  B.  Eager,  its  president.  After  discussion  as  to  its 
reference  hy  A.  J.  Dickinson,  J.  J.  Taylor.  J.  A.  French,  Z. 
D.  Roby,  (leo.  B.  Eager,  Thomas  Henderson,  B.  D.  Gray, 
J.  L.  Lawless  and  B.  II.  Crumpton,  the  report  was  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  B.  D.  (iray,  Z.  I).  Roby,  J.  L. 
Lawless,  (leo.  B.  Eager,  A.J.  Dickinson  and  J.  A.  French,  and 
was  revised  and  returned  in  the  following  form  : 

REPORT  or  STATIC  HOVRO  OF  MISSIONS. 

One  _)car  a;;o  this  Convrntion,  after  a  full  ami  free  clisciishioii  of  the 
qviestiotis  involved,  decided  bv  a  unanimous  rising  vote  to  consolidate  the 
State  Mission  and  Hible  anti  Colportago  Hoanls  to  form  what  has  since 
been  known  as  the  State  Board  of  Missions,  located  at  Montjjomery  ; 
and  to  leave  all  questions  as  to  methods  of  operation  entirely  to  the  new- 
Board,  'without  restrictions  from  past  instructions  or  precedent." 

The  Board  accepted  the  trust,  met  at  once,  elected  its  oflkers,  and 
with  a  jfrave  nense  of  responsibility,  entered  upon  its  duties.* 

Our  first  year's  work  is  done  and  the  record  has  ^onc  up  on  high. 
To-day  we  are  called  on  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship. 

As  to  the  details  and  financial  showintj  of  the  work  I  refer  you  to  the 
appended  reports  of  tlie  Secretaries  and  tabular  statemei  t. 

I  now  call  special  attention  to  certain  facts  which  demand  your  con- 
eideration. 

1.  The  new  board  entered  upon  its  work  in  a  new  place,  indeed,  and 
with  a  new  name  and  largely  a  new  membership,  but  with  a  legacy  of 
debt,  ditViculty  and  entailed  disaffection. 

2.  It  elected  unanimously  the  Conx'sponding  Secretary  of  the  old 
board  as  one  wliose  fitielity"and  fitness  had  been  tried  in  a  thousand 
ways  and  proved  by  years  of  service,  and  whose  past  experience,  knowl- 
edge of  the  field  and  heroic  devotion  to  the  work,  pointed  him  out  as  the 
man  fortius  responsible  ollice  under  the  new  board. 

3.  It  continued  Secretary  Collier  in  charge  of  the  book  department, 
but  found  itself  unable  from  sheer  poverty  to  transfer  it  from  Opelika  to 


Montgomery  qs  was  conleinplated.  and  to  do  othor  things  which  seemed 
to  be  demanded  by  the  needs  of  the  field. 

4.  It  encountered  at  the  outset  a  season  of  unparalleled  depression, 
widespread  panic  and  almost  utter  paralysis  of  business.  atTecting  city 
and  country  alike,  precipitating  a  struggle  for  life  wit))  all  our  denomina- 
tional enterprises,  and  cutting  down,  or  cutting  ofi*,  contributions  tVom 
€Cores  of  churches  and  thousands  of  individuals  accustomed  to  give 
something  to  Missions. 

o.  It  found  not  a  few  of  those  who  ought  to  have  been  friends,  and 
who,  by  their  silence  if  not  their  votes,  had  agreed  to  leave  all  questions 
of  policy  and  method  entirely  to  the  new  board,  carrying  on  an  open 
campaign  of  criticism,  sowing  disatVection  and  encouraging  non-sup- 
port. 

These  facts  are  too  well  known  to  rccjuire  more  than  a  passing  allusion, 
but  they  must  be  duly  considered  if  we  would  rightly  estimate  the  first 
year's  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions  now  brought  under  view. 

Despite  these  grave  embarrassments,  however,  we  have  trusted  in 
God  and  gone  forward.  Nearly  half  a  hundred  men  have  given  them- 
selves to  ihc  work  '"iri  labors  al)undant,"  in  whole  or  in  part  supported  by 
this  board.  Ihmdrcds  have  been  saxcd  and  added  to  the  churches 
through  their  faithful  laborh  as  the  Secretary's  report  will  show,  thus  de- 
tnonstialing  afresh  that  "the  Wortl  of  Ciod  is  not  bound,"  and  that 
•'man's  extremity  is  God's  opportunity."  In  inany  fielJs  there  have 
been  "showers  of  blessings"  "The  wilderness  and  the  sol.tary  place" 
have  been  glad  for  them,  and  desert  places  have  been  mmlc  to  "rejoice 
and  blossom  as  the  rose." 

It  is  worth  while  to  recall  another  fact  again  and  again — that  State 
Mission  work  in  Alabama  is  yet  in  its  youth.  It  l.atl  its  birth  long  after 
the  war.  The  old  board  was  not  organized  until  187").  and  it  is  since 
that  date  that  all  our  present  system  of  agencies  has  grown  up. 

Nothing  had  been  done  towards  the  development  of  our  denomina- 
tional benevolence.  Associational  missions  even  were  a  rarity.  Oc- 
casional, spasmodic  giving,  when  an  agent  of  the  Domestic  or  Foreign 
Mission  Board  happened  to  come  along,  was  the  rule  even  with  our  best 
city  churches  and  largest  association.  But  general  and  systematic  giv- 
ing was  unknown  and  unattemptcd.  Few  even  of  the  most  intelligent 
associations  ever  thought  of  having  any  committees  to  report  on  mis- 
sions, education  or  temperance.  Converts  were  not  looked  for  except 
at  the  annual  religious  inundation  known  as  "the  big  meeting,"  and 
when  received  into  the  church  were  rarely  objects  of  further  concern, 
and  were  strangers  to  all  training  in  church  duty  or  benevolence. 

Now,  if  we  contrast  the  present  with  that  period  of  our  denomina- 
tional life,  we  may  gel  some  idea  of  what  God  has  wrought  through  this 
agency. 


Ih  1882  ALibaiiia's  contributions  to  Home  Misf^ions  aggregated 
$020.90.  and  to  P'oreign  Missions  |l,9;J3.ij4.  Last  year  in  times  that 
tried  nien's  souls,  and  reduced  many  to  deep  poverty,  we  gave  to  Home 
Missions  .t0,5;n. 85,  nnd  to  Foreign  Missions  iH7.00l.22.  in  addition  to 
$7,017.73  for  State  Missions,  or  nn  aggregate  of  $21,810.80.  This  in- 
cludes only  about  $000  of  Centennial  funds.  Our  average  annual  con- 
tribution to  State  Missions  for  the  last  ten  years  h-is  been  about  $7,000, 
but  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  m  contributions  to  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  which  has  been  chietly  due,  beyond  question,  to  the 
unselfish  policy  of  the  State  Mission  Hoard  in  disseminating  informa- 
tion, stirring  up  the  pastors  and  fostering  the  spirit  of  missions  in  the 
churches.  It  h.is  been  the  invariable  poMcy  of  the  board,  before  making 
an  appropriation,  to  require  a  promise  from  the  church  to  take  regular 
collections  for  missions,  both  in  church  and  Sunday  School,  and  to  cul- 
tivate in  their  members  tlie  grace  of  giving  For  such  increase  of  lib- 
erality, especially  in  the  poverty-st'-ickcn  country  churches,  we  should  be 
devoutly  grateful.  Our  annual  gifts  now  represent  contril)ution8,  many 
of  them  sadly  meagre,  it  is  true,  from  fifty  out  of  the  seventy  associations 
in  the  State. 

During  the  past  decade  the  average  number  of  men  employed  annually 
by  the  board  has  been  fifty-eight,  inchuling  mi'fsionary  pastors  and  col- 
porters.  Who  shall  estitnate  in  figures,  or  in  doll.irs  and  cents,  the 
good  they  have  done.*  Who  recount  the  unicp  )rtetl  work  done  by 
this  little  army  of  faithful,  industrious,  God  serving  men,  as  we  know 
moRt  of  them  to  have  been  ? 

Of  course  we  may  well  deplore  that  we  have  not  accomplished  more, 
th.it  so  many  churches  and  associations  remain  unenlisted  and  unreaclicd, 
that  such  appalling  destitution  prevails  yet  in  some  regions  of  our  be- 
loved State,  and  that  so  many  even  of  our  strongest  churches  remain 
unawakcned  to  the  real  state  of  the  case,  and  s-.-em  smitten  with  letliargy 
•or  indirtercnce  ;  but  this  should  not  tempt  us  to  depreciate  or  minify 
the  results  actually  achieved. 

.Such  wide-reaching  spiritual  and  educational  results  as  wc  arc  aiming 
at  are  not  to  be  achieved  in  a  day.  Anti-Missionism,  like  Romanism,  is  a 
subtle  and  stubborn  foe,  and  for  the  same  reason— that  it  is  deeply 
rooted  in  the  ignorance  and  superstition  of  the  unregencrafc  nature. 
Nor  pre  such  results  ever  wrought  by  mere  changes  of  policy  or 
method. 

As  to  the  new  board,  let  it  be  understood  that  it  has  attempted   noth- 
.  ing  revolutionary.     It  has  accepted  as  a  law  of  its  life  that  "that  which 
has  been"  is  largely  "that  which  is  to  be,"  but  "more  abundantly."     It 
has  hoped  for  its  best  fruitage  as  the  result  of  a  true  but  modified   con- 
tinuity of  life  and  methotl.    That  it  has  not  lx;en  utterly  disappointed  in 


this  hope  will  be  seen  from  the  followinjj  excerpts  and  figures  from  the 
reports  of  the  lecretaries.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

TO  REV.  GEORGE  U.  EAGER,  I).  I). 

Prfisident  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions: 

When  I  consider  the  very  hard  year  through  which  tlie  country  has 
passed,  I  feel  that  we  have  no  reason  to  be  greatly  discouraged.  The  debt 
of  the  Board  Oct.  31st,  18U.i,  was  $SG8.52.  The  work  of  the  mis- 
sionaries has  been  as  ctVicicntly  done  as  ever,  but  under  greater  discour- 
agements than  in  any  year  of  the  Board's  history.  Nevertheless,  God 
tias  been  pouring  out  of  His  Spirit,  and  a  general  re^ival  intluence  has 
been  pervading  the  State.  Our  fields  of  missionary  labor  have  shared 
in  the  general  blessing  and  report  ([uite  a  number  of  accessions  to  the 
churches. 

THE  WORK  CLASSIFIKi)  AND  II.LISTR ATKM. 

Our  .work,  as  now  prosecuted,  can  be  clashed  under  the  following 
heads:  work  in  centres  of  inllaence,  extending  tothe  surrounding  coun- 
try; evangelistic  work  in  the  country ;  work  among  the  colored  ministers, 
nearly  all  of  them  in  the  country;  and  the  secretary's  work,  in  the  otVice 
and  in  the  field,  both  in  towns  and  country. 

WORK  OF  THR   FIRST  CLASS. 

To  illustrate — Brother  Burns  at  Tuscumbia  and  ShelVield  is  doing 
work  of  the  first-class.  He  preaches  every  Sunday  at  these  two  points, 
but  spends  much  of  his  time  also  preachinu:  in  the  country  around. 
Brother  Jirown  at  Florence  preaches  every  Sunday  to  his  church,  but  he 
has  given  nearly  half  of  bin  time  to  a  country  region  where  the  greatest 
destitution  prevails.  What  better  missionary  work  can  be  done  Ih.TU 
this?  At  Abl>eville,  (iencva,  Elba,  and  Andalusia,  the  county  seats  of 
adjoining  counties,  I  found  churches  without  pastors — some  of  them  for 
at  leaft  twelve  months.  By  an  arrangement  whicli  I  efiectec!  with  them, 
they  were  induced  to  call  pastors  for  a  part  of  their  time,  and  the  Boatd 
became  responsible  to  these  pastors  for  a  part  of  their  salaries  for  the 
balance  of  their  lime  until  churches  should  call  them.  In  this  way  they 
were  all  supplied  with  good  pastors,  and  the  regions  around,  which 
heretofore,  because  of  ignorance  and  prejudice,  have  been  antagonistic 
to  the  convention   and  its  work,  were  enlightened  in  regard  to  all  our

enterprises  and  conciliated.     At  some  of  these  points  this  was  accom- 
plished with  a  very  small  outlay  of  the  Board's  money. 

At  Russellville.  Franklin  .Co.,  the  same  thing  has  been  done,  with 
hotter  success,  probably,  than  at  any  other  place.  Brother  Bradley  was 
called  for  one-half  of  his  time  at  Brundidge,  and  the  Board  became  re- 
sponfible  for  half  of  his  salary  for  the  remainder  of  his  time;  he  was 
sent  to  Pcrote  and  to  Ashford  for  one  Sunday  at  each  place,  the  former, 
an  old  town  where  the  church  was  very  weak,  the  latter,  a  new  town 
on  the  Midland  Railroad.  At  Pcrote  the  church  was  revived,  a  luimbcr 
bajjti/ed,  amonj^  thrm  some  who  are  fmancially  able  to  help  the  church 
very  much;  and  at  Ashford  he  organized  a  church,  erected  n  handsome 
house  of  worship  and  baptized  (juite  a  number,  total  at  the  two  points  44, 
besides  collectingmost  of  his  salary  and  travelling  expenses  on  the  field. 
In  addition  to  these  labors,  he  has  visited  associations,  district  and  cen- 
tennial meetings,  thus  proving  himself  a  valuable  and  manifold  helper 
on  this  ticcdy  field.  Of  the  wisdom  of  this  kind  of  work,  I  have  not  the 
least  doubt. 

The  Salem  Association,  by  resolution,  called  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  great  destitution  existing  in  the  territory  extending  south 
of  its  borders  to  the  Florida  line,  and  recommended  Brother  Dave  Allen 
to  do  the  work.  I  had  an  agreement  with  Brother  Allen  to  go  on  the 
field  and  collect  as  much  as  he  could,  and  report  his  labors,  and  I  would 
ask  the  Board  to  supplement  what  Ihe  Association  did.  This  work  in 
the  timber  region  is  important  and  while  it  is  full  of  difficulties,  I  am 
sure  Brother  Allen,  having  became  acquainted  with  the  field,  can  accom- 
plish much  more  good  in  the  future. 

In  the  Bethlehem  Association,  extending  along  the  river  through 
Monroe  into  Baldwin  county,  there  were  t'wi'  or  six  churches  practically 
pastorless.  I  secured  the  services  of  Brother  S.  P.  Lindsey,  a  native  of 
Monroe  county,  and  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Howard,  to  locate  in  that 
section,  and  become  pastor  of  tliese  churches. 

All  the  piney-woods  sections  of  Monroe,  Escambia,  Baldwin  and 
other  South  Alabama  counties,  are  being  rapidly  filled  up  wit!»  white 
settlers  and  the  Board  may  erpect  to  have  to  cultivate  this  territory  for 
years  to  come. 

Rev.  S.J.  CattH,  the  pastor  of  Ft.  Doposir  and  Steep  Creek  churches, 
has  three  missions  under  his  charge,  to  which  he  preaches  on  Sunday 
afternoons  and  at  night.  The  app»"opriation  to  him  was  only  $50.00 
for  this  extra  work.  Me  has  baptized  thirty-three  at  these  points,  taken 
regular  collections  for  missions,  and  will  probably  organize  a  cimrch  at 
each  of  them  within  n  year.  Work  of  this  sort  I  am  encouraging  more 
and  more  among  the  pastors.  It  had  gone  out  of  fashion  in  recent 
years. 


WOKK  OF  THE  SECOND  CLASS,  STRICTLY. 

Hrother  S.  O.  Y.  Ray  has  devoted  himself  to  work  of  Ihc  second 
clajtR.  lie  has  traveled  as  the  evangelist  of  the  Jioard  in  the  Hij^bee,  South 
Bethel,  Antioch,  lJethl;hein,  Hethel  and  I'ine  Barren  Associations,  be- 
sides doinj{  some  work  in  the  Cahaba,  and  inakinj^  a  trip  into  other 
counties  on  centenniul  work.  His  services  have  been  confined  rlmost 
entirely  to  the  country.  His  labors  are  ^{reatly  appreciated  by  the  pas- 
tors and  churches.  As  soon  as  possible  the  Board  should  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  three  inoro  good  men  for  similar  evangelistic  work,  prescribing 
their  fields.  Their  labors  should  be  given  mainly  to  visiting  pastorles* 
churches,  arranging  fields  and  locating  pastors,  holding  Baptist  rallies 
at  central  points,  and  attending  associations.  If  this  idea  is  carried  out 
they  can  not  be  expected  to  raise  a  great  deal  of  tiieir  own  salaries,  for 
•vhile  they  should  take  collections  everywhere,  their  labo's  will  be  prin- 
cipally among  the  poor  and  undeveloped  churches. 

COLrORTAf;E  WORK   FOR  THE  FUTURE. 

As  to  colportagc  work,  the  following  associations  have  signified  their 
desire  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  the  support  of  colporters  for  all, 
or  a  part,  of  the  year.  Montgomery,  Selma,  Bethle!)em,  Harris,  Tus- 
caloosa, Conecuh,  Pine  Barren,  Bethel,  Birmingham,  South  Bethel, 
Troy,  East  Liberty,  Tuskegee  and  Rock  Mills,  Doubtless  others  have 
taken  similar  action,  but  I  have  not  been  apprised  of  it.  I  have  the 
names  of  some  good  men  who  have  agreed  to  begin  the  work  as  soon 
as  the  Board  appoints  them.  This  is  the  only  work  in  my  juilginent 
we  can  do  successfully  in  co-operation  with  the  associations.  It  is  very 
important  anil  should  be  prosecuted  as  vigorously  as  the  means  at  our 
command  will  allow.  The  chief  dillicuity  I  see  in  the  way  of  carrying 
out  this  plan  is  the  want  of  capital  to  keep  invested  in  books.  To  in- 
crease the  capital.  I  suggest  that  all  tho  a-^sociations  whicii  did  not 
raise  colportagc  funds  in  the  beginning  of  this  work,  be  urged  to  raise 
at  least  |100  each,  antl  thereafter  contribite  as  much  as  $2'»  00  per 
annum  to  guard  the  fund  agamst  looses  whicli  must  ooi'essariiy  occtir; 
that  each  ciuirch  in  the  association  be  rcciuesied  lo  take  at  least  one  col- 
lection (or  tl'iis  object  during  the  year;  th;it  these  collections  be  notu'sed 
to  pay  expenses,  but  go  into  the  colportagc  fund  for  the. purchase  of 
books,  that  the  commissions  on  S.  S.  literature  and  the  contributions 
from  the  3'  S.  Board  go  to  pay  expenses,  and  the  balance  be  pa^d  from  / 
the  State  Mission  funds.  i

WORK    AMONO    THE    NEGROES. 

Brother  McAlpine  is  doing  a  work  among  the  colored  ministers  wljich 
is  being  blest  of  God,  approved  by  our  pastors  and  churche«  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  colored  brethren.  At  our  last  Board  meeting.it  was  re- 
•olved  to  give  him  an  assistant,  if  possible.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  correspond  with  the  Home  Boatd,  and  if  in  his  judgment  the  pros- 
pect* justified  the  outlay,  to  make  the  contract  and  employ  the  man.  I 
do   not  believe   we   are  able   now  to  enlarge  this  branch  of  our  work, 
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though   it   ought   to  be  done  at  the  earliest  day  possible.     To  carry  ou' 
tliese  suggestions  it  will  require  a  large  increase  of  funds. 

DIFFrCLI.TIES    THAT    CONFRONT    IS. 

We  have  hcrious  din'icullies  to  contend  with  .•—our  largest  and 
wealthiest  churches  are  not  liberal  to  State  mi-isions,  mainly  because 
they  do  not  realize  its  importance,  and  because  they  do  not  tuke  coUec- 
ti'ons  often  enougn. 

Unless  the  pastors  of  oi.r  large  town  and  city  churches  take  a  greater 
interest  in  State  missions  we  cannot  secure  the  great  increase  of  lunds 
which  is  necessary  to  t-nlargemcnt  on  the  plan  proposed.  Another 
difficulty  and  danger  arises  from  harsh  criticism  which  is  sometimes  in- 
dulged in  by  brethren  who  little  dream  of  the  damage  it  will  do.  Some 
even  go  so  far  as  to  declare  publicly  that  they  will  boycott  the  Board 
because  its  policy  is  not  according  to  their  judgments.  When  a  Hoard 
is  appointed  by  the  Convention  it  should  receive  the  earnest  co  operation 
of  every  member  of  that  Convention — at  least  for  that  year.  If  clianges 
arc  desired  they  should  be  put  before  the  Hoard  in  proper  spirit,  and 
considered  caiefuUy.  If  no  conclusion  can  be  reached  then  tl»e  matter 
should  be  referred  to  the  Convention.  We  can  make  but  little  progress 
unless  we  can  have  harmonious  action.  There  are  dilTiculties  cnougl^  to 
be  overcome  without  increasing  them  by  falling  out  among  ourselves 
about  methods.  We  all  want  to  ^ec  the  uoik  well  done.  Let  us  give 
each  other  credit  for  honesty  in  the  opinions  we  hoUi,  and  at  the  satne 
lime  let  us  be  tolerant  of  those  whiclj  may  dilVer  from  our  own.  Hut 
the  greatest  difficulty  to  be  overcome  is  want  of  system  in  our  contri- 
butions. 

PRACTICAL    SC<;GESTI0NS. 

I  would  recommend  first,  to  individual  mr-tribers,  the  tithing  system. 
I  honestly  believe  that  "the  tenth  is  the  Lord's  "  If  we  give  it  cheerfully 
we  will  be  blest  in  our  souls  and  our  business,  but  if  we  refuse  that,  God 
will  collect  it  in  another  way,  which  will  be  harder  on  us  and  without 
any  spiritual  benefit.  When  the  land  was  under  the  curse  of  God,  as 
evidenced  by  the  m  Idew  and  blast  and  drouth.  God's  servants  told  his 
people  it  was  because  they  had  robbed  him  of  tithes  and  offerings.  The 
remedy  for  their  trouble  was  to  bring  all  the  tithes  into  God's  store- 
house, and  the  promise  was  the  windows  of  heaven  should  be  opened 
and  His  blessing  poured  out  upon  the  land  and  people.

10.     The  report  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education 
was  read  by  W.  C.  Cleveland,  its  president,  (Vice-President 
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Ward  in  tlie  cliair)  and  on  motion  of  A.  J.  Dickinson  was 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting:  of  A.  J.  Dickinson,  J.  J. 
Tavlor  and  L.  ().  Dawson.     The  report  was  as  follows  : 

UKrOKT  OF  HOARD  OF  MINISTKUIAL  EDUCATIOX. 

The  Hoard  feolH  no  less  intorcut  in  the  work  committed  to  its 
caro,  and  in  at  ill  imprc^Hscd  with  it8  ^rave  imftortaiice ;  yet,  at  its 
last  meeting,  felt  compelled  l>y  the  condition  of  things  then  exist- 
ing to  take  the  following  action: 

"WhereaB,  this  Board  iiit  to  use  the  funds  given  it  in  the  education 
of  ministerial  students,  and  whereas  we  have  now  no  funds  on 
hand,  and  promise  of  very  little,  and  a  debt  of  seven  hundred 
($700.0U}  dollars,  therefore  he  it 

limnhrd^  That  we  act  on  no  application  for  help  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  State  Convention,  when  the  whole  matter  shall  he  laid 
before  that  body." 

The  president  of  the  Hoard  was  authorized  and  requested  to 
rejMirt  to  the  Convention  that  the  present  methods  are  inadeijuate 
to  do  the  work  as  it  is  required  to  be  done,  and  to  recommend  the 
abolition  of  the  Hoard,  so  that  the  Convention  can  provide  for  the 
further  prosecution  of  the  work.  We  are  (piite  convinced  that 
presetjt  methods  are  inadequate,  and  we  leave  it  to  the  wisdom  of 
our  brethren  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  what  needs 
to  be  done. 

There  were  last  session  at  Howard  College  ministerial  students 
numbering  25:  of  these  we  aided, 'JO;  we  helped  at  Seminary,  7;  at 
high  schools,  2;  total  aided  last  session,  2U.  There  are  this  session 
at  Howard  College  17:  of  these  there  are  expecting  aid,  15;  other 
applicants  at  home  waiting  to  go  to  college,  <>;  we  have  so  far  ap- 
plicants for  aid  at  Seminary,  3,  and  at  high  schools,  2 ;  total  number 
expecting  aid  this  session,  20.  This  does  not  embrace  all  the  work 
done  in  this  line,  as  associations  and  churches  are  doing  much 
work  independently  of  our  Board.

Collejj:e  was  read  by  \V.  C.  Ward,  president  of  tiie  Board. 
After  discussion  hy  P.  T.  Halo  and  \V.  (J.  Ward,  that  part 
of  the  report  referrin;:  to  Alliliation  with  the  University  of 
Chicago,  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  J.  .J. 
Taylor,  H.  1).  (rray,  Robert  H.  Harris,  H.  H.  Crumpton  and 
J.  H.  Foster,  and  the  remainder  of  the  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Kducation.     The  repf)rt  was  as  Ibllows  :

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  th»'  I lowiiril  Oolle^'t*,  in  ohi'dience  to 
the  reqiiiren>ents  of  the  C«)nvention,  submit  the  lifty-second  an- 
nual report  of  t  lie  operations  of  tlM>  Colleijc.  There  \v(»re  en-, 
rolled  durinjf  th»>  scholastic  year  lS'.»Lj-.Son»>  hundred  and  lifty-nini' 
Htudetjts.  There  were  enj;aK<'d  as  niomlM-rs  of  (he  faculty  seven 
professors— gent lemen  who  have  for  a  consideral)le  time  served 
the  C/ollc^e  as  instructors  and  who  have  been  retained  so  lons^, 
because  in  many  respects  for  the  discharife  of  the  duties  reiiuii-ed 
of  them  as  instructors  of  youth  and  as  exemplary  ('hristian  ^'en- 
tlemen,  it  would  We  diMicull  to  (ill  their  places.  There  were  gradu- 
ated tWi«nt.\'-tvvo  young  gentlemen— the  largest  class  in  the  history 
of  the  College.  These  young  gentlemen  had,  with  few  exceptions, 
gone  through  with  the  entire  curriculum  of  the  College.  In  every 
respect,  except  in  the  falling  o(T  of  matriculations,  and  in  the  de- 
iicit  in  collections,  the  year  was  a  niost  successful  one.  There 
was  a  disagreeable  necessity  to  call  upon  the  friends  of  the  College 
to  assist  in  paying  the  expefises  of  the  institution.  This  was  re- 
gretted because  it  was  felt  that  the  College  had  already  become 
a  painful  subject  to  the  Baptists  of  the  State.  If  all  the  moneys 
due  for  board  and  tuition  had  been  paid,  it  is  believed  this  might 


have  been  avoided.  To  aid  in  nit^etin^  this  delicil  friends  contri- 
buted $1,552.50.  More  than  $1,<()<).(X)  of  the  receipt!?  of  llio  current 
year  have  been  used  in  paying  delits  contracted  last  year. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  JJoard,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  com- 
mencement in  June  last,  there  were  present  Drs.  W.  C  Cleveland, 
Joseph  Shackelford,  John  T.  ShafTer,  J.  J.  Taylor,  Kev.  J.  A.  Glenn, 
Hon  John  M.  McKleroy,  Hon.  T.  (t.  Hush,  Hon.  K.  H.  Calianiss, 
Hon.  J  M.  Arnold,  S.  V.  Kowlkes,  Eugene  V.  Knslen,  J.  H.  Kubank, 
K.  W.  lieck,  \V.  H.  Wood,  F.  M.  Wood,  Gilbert  Carter  and  W.  C. 
Ward,  an  unusually  larp>  attendance.  All  ti»e  faculty  were  re- 
elected, and  in  addition  thereft)  I'rof.  A.  B.  (toodhue  was  elected 
Professor  of  Elocution.  To  his  duties  as  instructor  of  Elocution 
has  since  been  added  that  of  teaching  the  French  langua^'e.  This 
ajfed,  learned,  Christian  jjentleman  had  at  a  former  fimo  served 
the  College  for  more  than  twenty  years.  During  the  meetinj?  of 
the  Hoard  it  was  learned  that  he  had  rendered  most  elluMent 
service  in  |)reparing  the  students  for  the  commencement  in  the 
matter  of  elocution,  and  that  he  would,  if  elected,  serve  the  Col- 
lege without  charge.  He  was,  therefore,  invited  by  the  Hoard  to 
take  the  place  he  now  tills.  For  nearly  two  months  he  has  been 
elficiently  discharging  the  duties  of  the  place  he  was  invited  to 
till  and  at  his  own  charges  and  without  e.\pens»»  to  the  College. 

A  (  u.\N<;i:. 

Art(>r  the  meeting  of  the  Hoard  had  adjotirned.  l)r.  H.  F.  I'ib'y. 
who  came  to  the  College  as  president  in  the  fall  of  isss.  wIumi  its 
oldest  friends  feared  failure,  find  at  a  tinjea  yellow  fever  f'pid'Mnic 
desolated  UMighboring  citiei*,  and  vvh<i  had  successfully  guided  the 
College  through  six  years,  tendered  his  resignati(»n  to  acc(»pt  the 
chair  t)f  English  in  the  (Jeorgia  I'fiiversity.  Tire  Pxtard  reluc- 
tantly accepted  hi<<  resignation,  exftressing  to  him  by  appropriate 
resolutions  their  appreciation  of  his  services.  H(»  was  a  most 
zealous  diligent  and  »'llirient  ollu-erof  the  (College.  In  the  matter 
of  disciplitje,  ln»  was  watchful  aiul  rigid.  Without  loss  of  t:n>e 
the  lioard  of  Trustees  promptly  elected  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Mc<iaha 
president  of  the  Faculty  of  the  ('ollege.  After  hesitating  to  as- 
sume the  duties  of  a  place  so  charged  with  ditiiculties  and  respon- 
sibilities he  accepted.  He  at  once  wont  to  work  and  thus  far  has 
demonstrated  that  no  mistake  was  made  in  his  selection.  There 
never  has  been  a  time  when  discipline  was  better,  and  there  was 
never  less  friction.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  he  has  completely  won 
the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  students.  Haptists  of  Alabama,  he 
is  worthy  of  your  confidence.  .\^'e  ask  that  you  give  him  your 
cordial  esteem  andco-o[»eration,and  aid  him  to  build  your  College^ 
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The  enrollment  of  students  has  reached  one  hundred  and  thirty, 
four,  and  this,  too,  during;  a  period  of  the  greatest  tinancial  depres- 
Hion  in  twenty  years.  The  income  from  this  number  of  students 
will  not  be  suMicient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  operating  the  Col- 
lege, and  that,  too,  after  some  severe  reductions  in  salaries. 

AKI'lt.IATION    WITH    TMK    I'NIVKUHITV    OF    (  INCACO. 

During  the  last  scIioIiihI  ic  year,  apprehending  there  would  be  a 
deficit  in  the  expenses  of  the  College,  Dr.  Riley  visited  (Jhiciigo  to 
confer  with  I'resident  IIur|)er  as  to  the  matter  of  obtaining  as- 
sistance. He  had  hoped  in  some  way  to  induce  the  authorities  of 
the  University  to  assume  the  salary  at  least  of  the  President.  Ho 
was  much  encouraged  by  his  visit,  though  he  did  not  obtain  the 
assistance  or  the  promise  of  it.  He  did  secure  the  pron)ise  of  Dr. 
Harper's  co-operation.  He  was  impressed  that  i)OcUuse  it  was  the 
policy  of  the  University  to  inaugurate  arid  maintain  a  university 
co-operative  system  throughout  the  country,  it  would  t)e  wise  in 
conformity  with  the  rules  adopted  for  that  pur|)ose  for  the  Howard 
to  alliliate  with  the  University.  It  was  evident  to  him  as  to 
others,  that  it  was  the  aim  of  the  directors  to  make  the  University 
the  leading  ami  most  important  institution  of  learning  in  America, 
if  not  in  the  world,  aful  to  that  end  it  was  the  part  of  wisdom  that 
all  the  Haptist  schools  of  the  country  should  unite  in  oue  grand 
educational  uplifting  throughout  tin;  larxl.  To  j)romote  this  view, 
men  of  large  means  wanting  to  give  moriey  to  establish  educa- 
tional institutions  would  gi\e  only  to  those  colleges  aligning 
themselves  with  this  movement.  The  Hoard  of  Trustees  com- 
mitted J)r.  Riley's  recommendation  to  a  committee  for  inquiry. 
There  were  few  facts  to  obtain.  Most  of  these  have  been  pub- 
lished. The  plans  of  alliliated  work  are  elaborated  in  the  annual 
Register  of  the  University,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Convention. 
Not  having  autlnirity  to  do  more  than  recommend,  the  iJoard 
brings  this  matter  to  the  Convent'on,  and  while  believing  that 
great  good  may  come  to  the  College  by  atliliation,  and  with  no 
fear  that  any  harm  can  possibly  accrue  to  the  College  from  such 
an  association,  begs  the  advice  of  the  Convention.  This  matter 
assumes  a  supreme  imiwrtance  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  mort- 
gage debt  on  the  College  property  of  the  Convention  is  rapidly 
maturing.    What  can  be  done  to  meet  this  emergency? 

mii,niN(;H. 

The  President  of  the  College  very  earnestly  desires  that  some- 
thing be  done  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  for  students.    There 
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are  now  on  the  College  groiinda,  the  main  College  building,  four 
brick  dormitories  in  which  sixty-four  students  are  provided  for, 
and  a  largo  framed  building,  when  built,  intended  as  a  tem- 
porary dormitory, capal)lo  of  accommodating  alM)ut  sixty  students. 
As  not  all  the  students  can  find  rooms  in  the  brick  buildings, 
those  complain  who  must  be  put  in  the  franu'd  building.  While 
the  wood  building  is  comparatively  comfortable,  it  is  not  so  com- 
fortable as  the  brick  building.  It  will  not  be  long  before  this 
building  will  need  repairing  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  be 
deemed  best  to  build  new  houses.  I'rovision  ought  to  be  made 
for  at  least  one  hundred  and  thirty  student?,  e<iiialiy  well  pro- 
vided for.  There  is  another  large  franied  building  used  for  a 
mess  hall  and  which  for  some  time  will  answer  this  purpose.  Tho 
Convention  can  wisely  expend  $1H,0(>0()0  in  additional   buildings. 

KINANCIAJ,    CONDITION    Or   THK    COl-I.IM;  IC. 

In  religious  work,  as  in  almo.st  everything  we  undertake,  it  ap- 
])ears  most  of  our  ditliculties  grow  out  of  tli(»  lack  of  money.  The 
work  that  makes  most  demands  for  money  is  the  most  unpopular. 
One  creditor,  holding  a  claim  for  .f  1  ,»}<X).0(),  offered  to  give:|>5()0.00 
of  the  debt  to  th«'  College,  if  promptly  |)aid.  The  Uoard  of  Trus- 
tees authorized  the  rrcsident  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  "fMlKKOO  by 
a  mortgage  of  the  laud  donated  by  tho  Walker  Land  Co.  and  pay 
thisd»»l)t.  This  was  done.  Hut  there  are  other  debts  which  are 
very  urgent.  There  is  owing  $  1 ,5< K).( K),  now  past  due  for  nine 
months,  for  the  heater  used  in  the  main  building.  We  have  no 
means  or  money  with  which  to  pay  this  debt.  There  is  a  dt'1)t  of 
aljout  $4,800.00,  not  provided  for,  still  owing  to  Mr.  Kichards,  tho 
contractor  who  built  the  four  brick  dormitories.  Dr.  l'urs«»r  con- 
tracted for  the  erection  of  two  of  these  buildings,  expecting  by  the 
time  of  their  completion  to  have  enough  money  raised  to  pay  the 
contractor.  He  failed  to  get  subscriptions.  The  people  witliheld 
their  hands.  It  is  believed  there  are  enough  subscription  notes 
pledged  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  otlx-r  morioy  due  for  bor- 
rowed money  to  put  up  buildings.  There  Is  still  due  to  the  .TefTer- 
son  County  Savings  liank  .fO.So.OO,  and  to  Calvary  Williams $7{>3.00, 
secured  as  stated  below. 

For  tuition  and  board  furnished  students  since  tho  removal  of 
the  College,  there  still  remains  due  about  the  sum  of  $3,430.00- 
Of  subscription  notes  for  the  main  building,  pledged  to  tho  Union 
Trust  Company  to  secure  loan  of  $40,000.00,  there  is  still  due  the 
sum  of  $18,000.00;  and  of  the  subscriptions  for  the  dormitories, 
pledged  to  secure  loans  to  build  dormitories,  there  is  still  uncol- 
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lected  the  Hiim  of  fl.Hls.(ii».  The  rnjil  ostato  of  the  Convention  re- 
mains about  the  8um<3  rs  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
and  to  the  report  then  made  reference  is  made  for  information  in 
that  particular. 

Of  money  collected  to  pay  t  he  mortKage  loan  there  is  now  lent  out 
on  morlKaK»^H  IH.noo.OO.  We  need  now  to  pay  interest  due  \»t 
of  October  !|tl.850.<t0. 

TIIK    IIOAItl)    or   TRl'MTEKM. 

The  time  of  service  on  the  Hoard  of  the  TruHtees  classed  in 
the  First  Hivision  has  expired,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Convention  to  (ill  the  plac«'S  made  vacant.  The  trustees  whose 
term  of  service  lias  expired  are  Judge  J.  M.  Arnold,  Gilbert 
Carter,  JN-v.  .1.  .f.  Tayhir,  D.  I).,  Cupt.  .1.  T.  Davis,  .ludgo  J. 
li.  Tyson.  U.'v  .1.  V.  Shaircr,  D.  D.,  Kt«v.  K.  11.  Tcague,  1).  D.,  arul 
Hev.  W.C.  Cleveland,  1).  I).  Kev.  W.  Wilkes,  I).  1).,  whos»»  term 
expires  in  iKlJ.j,  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  Hoard  of  Trustees, 
but  he  was  iriformed  that  the  Board  could  not  act  upon  it.  We 
hope  he  will  not  insist  upon  the  Convention  accepting  his  resigna- 
tion. In  the  selection  of  Trustees  let  it  bo  remembered  that  your 
wisest  and  best,  and  most  zealous  men,  friendly  to  the  College, 
men  who  want  to  make  the  College  a  success  and  are  willing  to 
labor  to  build  it  up.  ought  to  be  selected. 

(.•IIITIC'ISMS. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  like  all"  public  servants 
who  serve  a  cause  without  reward,  and  in  this  without  honor,  do 
not  expect  to  escape  criticism.  The  one  satisfaction  derived  from 
the  fact  of  criticism  is  that  it  shows  the  critics  are  concerned  for 
the  College.  We  ask,  however,  that  your  criticisms  bo  so  guarded 
as  not  to  injure  the  College.  Some  recent  strictures  are  not  help- 
ful. In  all  good  faith  and  with  all  due  respect,  if  there  are  any 
brethren  who  know  how  to  build  and  operate  a  college  without 
money,  and  one  that  is  in  debt,  most  gladly  will  wo  give  back  into 
the  hands  of  the  Convention  the  trust  committed  to  us.  In  fact 
it  may  be  the  wisest  thing  to  discharge  the  old  crew  and  put  the 
institution  in  the  hands  of  new  men. 

OROANIZKD    WORK    TO    RE   DONE. 

However  interested  brethren  of  the  ministry  may  be  in  the 
work  of  missions  and  other  religious  enterprises,  the  grand  work 
for  Alabama  Baptists  is  to  build  and  maintain  educational  insti- 
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tutions  for  their  children.  Fill  the  State  with  younx  men  and 
women  educated  in  mind  and  morals  and  trained  to  he  leaders  in 
thought,  and  you  will  do  foundation  work  for  the  grandest  Buper- 
structure  in  the  world.  There  must,  in  the  providence  of  God,  he  a 
future  for  the  people  of  Alabama,  and,  if,  so  we  can  not  have  too 
many  good  schools  and  colleges.  The  Northern  vStates  have  grown 
rich  and  populous  because  of  the  schools  and  grand  colleges  that 
everywhere  fill  the  country,  and  nearly  all  the  colleges  are  de- 
nominational colleges.

CnnnptoM,  the  allusion  in  the  report  to  the  bonded 
del)t  was  referrcil  to  n  commit  tee  consisting:  of  T.  L,  Jones, 
J.  13.  Lcjvehace,  J.  .f.  Taylor,  A.  .1.  Dickinson  and  d.  A. 
Joiner.     The  rei)ort  was  as  follows  : 

FiKPORT  OF  JUDSON  TRUSTEES. 

The  lioard  of  Trustees  of  .Tudson  Institute  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  fifty-fifth  annual  session.  It 
began  the  29th  of  Sept.  IHJt'J,  and  ended  the  sth  of  .Tune,  1S03. 

Fifteen  salaried  teachers  and  officers  were  employed.  The  total 
enrollment  of  students  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-one.  Ninety- 
six  students  boarded  in  the  l)uilding.  On  commencement  day 
twenty  graduates  received  diplomas,  as  follows:  In  music,  two; 
in  the  eclectic  course,  nine;  in  the  full  course,  nine. 

Thirteen  j)ost-graduate8  attended  upon  instruction  in  special 
courses—some  pursuing  literary  studies,  others,  musical  and  art 
studies,  while  others  still  pursued  the  excelsior  cour«o  and  won 
the  honor  of  the  excelsior  medal.  The  excelsior  course  gives 
thorough  preparation  for  entrance  into  the  best  American  Uni- 
versities. 

A  course  of  liible  lessons  has  had  its  place  in  the  daily  routine 
for  many  years.  Instruction  is  given  four  days  in  the  week  for 
half  an  hour  each  day,  a  lecture  and  a  recitation  following  each 
other  on  alternate  days.  The  Faculty  regard  the  Bible  lessons  as 
being  of  great  value;  the  Board  would  say  that,  in  their  opinion, 
there  is  no  better  method  of  setting  before  the  students  of  Chris-

tian  colleges  the  wayt»  of.  a  true  life  than  by  teaching^  them  the 
Bible. 

The  work  of  the  .Tudson  has  received  recently  distinguished 
marks  of  public  approval.  Its  graduates  are  filling  positions  of 
honor  and  resiwnsibility  in  the  faculties  of  colleges  in  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  Virginia.  Other 
graduates  are  doing  excellent  work  in  the  high  schools  and  gram- 
mar schools  of  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Louisiana. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  excellent.  The  physician's 
bill  for  attendance  during  the  entire  session,  upon  the  ninety-six 
boarding  students  enrolled,  was  ninety-three  and  one-half  dollars, 
or  less  than  one  dollar  for  each  student. 

The  current  session  opened  the  2Sth  of  September.  We  have 
to  this  date  niriety-four  students  in  attendance,  including  llfty-two 
boarders. 

The  expenses  of  the  session  are  greater  than  the  income  at 
present.  The  same  causes  that  have  produced  a  shrinkage  in 
every  other  busitjess  have  kept  many  students  away  from  the 
Judson.  We  may  say,  however,  after  investigation,  that  very  few 
of  our  former  students  have  been  diverted  to  other  boarding 
schools,  while  simx'  students  who  are  now  with  us  have  rejected 
flattering  olTers  to  go  elsewhere.  The  small  attendance  reported 
is  a  result  of  a  general  liiumeial  stringj-ncy  and  not  of  any  dis- 
alTection  towards  the  school.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  with 
the  return  of  prosperity  to  our  country,  the  school  will  llourish 
and  will  meet  all  of  its  pecuniary  obligations  and  reduce  its  bonded 
debt.  The  IJoard  earnestly  solicit  the  united  support  of  the 
brethren,  ministers  and  private  members,  throughout  the  State. 
It  will  hardly  be  claimed  by  any  competing  schools  that  they 
afTord  superior  advantages  to  those  furnished  at  the  Judson.  If 
its  affairs  have  been  wisely  and  faithfully  administered,  a  matter 
into  which  we  invite  the  closest  scrutiny,  it  can  not  be  said  with 
reason  that  such  facilities  as  the  Judson  ofTers  can  be  had  at  less 
cost  at  any  other  school. 

Since  we  submitted  our  last  report  we  have  sustained  a  great 
loss  by  the  death  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  After 
a  long  illness,  which  was  endured  with  Christian  fortitude  and 
patience,  Dr.  W.  W.  Wilkorson  departed  this  life  on  the  7th  of  last 
March.  We  may  not,  within  the  proper  limits  of  this  report, 
record  his  long  and  valuable  services  to  the  Baptist  denomination, 
but  we  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  Howard  College,  Judson  Insti- 
tute, the  "Alabama  Baptist"  and  the  Sunday  School  series  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  owe  much  to  his  wise,  patient  and 
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liberal  effortii*.    His  name  is  cut  in  the  granite  corner  stone  of  our 
central  building  and  it  is  written  indelibly  on  our  hearts. 

In  view  of  our  Ions  by  his  death,  the  following  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  re«iuire  the  action  of  the  convention, 
viz: 

Ist.  That  C.  A.  Wilkerson,  M.  D.,  be  elected  a  Trustee  for  the 
term  which  expires  in  1007. 

2nd.  That  J.  IJ.  Lovelace,  whose  term  expires  with  this  session 
of  the  convention,  be  re-elected  a  Trustee,  and  elected  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board. 

These  recommendations  were  made  by  the  Board  at  its  last  an- 
nual session  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  7th  of  June. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  our  bonded  debt.  Its  amount 
is  twenty-four  thousand  dollars.  The  bonds  mature  October  15th, 
18»4.  The  lioard  asks  for  instructions  with  reference  to  the  matter 
of  providing  for  this  obligation.

Articlk  I.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  "The  Alabama  T.aptist 
State  Convention,"  and  shall  consist  (1)  of  three  delegates  from 
each  Baptist  District  Association  in  Alabama,  co-operating  with 
this  Convention,  if  said  Assoc  ation  shall  have  five  hundred  mem- 
bers, or  under,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  five  hundred 
members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  that  number,  whose  annual 
election  or  appointment  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  printed 
minutes,  or  certificate  of  an  oflicer  of  the  Association  represented 
by  them;  (2)  of  one  delegate  from  each  church  co-operating  with 
this  Convention,  if  said  church  shall  have  fifty  members,  or  under, 
and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  fifty  members,  or  fraction 
thereof,  above  that  number;  (3)  of  persons  who  contribute  funds, 
or  are  representatives  of  churches  contributing  funds  for  the  reg- 
ular work  of  this  Convention,  on  the  basis  of  one  representative 
for  each  one  hundred  dollars  actually  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Boards  of  this  Conven  Jon  during  the  fiscal  year  preceding  its 
assembling.  J>ut  in  all  cases  must  delegates  to  this  body  be 
brethren  of  Haptist  Churches  in  good  standing. 


liCt  Article  VIII  read  as  follow 
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AiiTK  Li:  VIII.  The  design  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  elicit, 
comljine  and  direct  the  energies  of  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  in 
one  sacred  elTort  to  encourage  and  promote  (I)  the  propagation  of 
the  gospel  in  this  State,  and  through  the  Southern  liaptist  Con- 
vention in  the  destitute  parts  of  the  world ;  CJ)  the  education  of 
those  it  believes  called  of  (4od  to  the  ministry  ;  i'.i)  the  education 
of  the  youth  of  our  country  ;  (4)  the  publication  and  distribution 
of  the  Word  of  God  and  other  literature;  (6)  the  organization 
and  usefulness  of  Sunday-Schools  and  other  religious  and  educa- 
tional movements  it  may  deem  promotive  of  the  interests  of  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  and  sanctioned  by  the  Word  of  Uod.

28.  The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  re^d  by  W.  G. 
Curry,  and  the  convention  was  addressed  by  F.  C.  McCon- 
nell,  and  the  report  adopted,  as  follows: 
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KEroUT  ON  HOMK  MISSIONS. 

The  blessiiiK  of  (iod  still  routs  upon  the  work  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion ]Joard.  As  we  review  the  work  done  in  the  past,  and  con- 
template the  Kfpat  and  increasin^j  demands  for  the  future,  we 
are  profoundly  impressed  with  the  maK'iitnde  of  the  work,  and 
the  necessity  for  broader  plans  and  more  liberal  support. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  in  the  report  of  the  Uoard  to  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  ('onvention  that  after  paying  an 
indebtedness  of  ${),()()2.6)  with  which  it  began  the  year,  $2LV.KS0.30, 
on  the  house  of  worship  in  Havana,  and  increasing  its  mission 
work,  the  year  was  closed  with  a  balance  in  the  treasury  $2,784.41, 

This  result  was  due  to  the  increased  contributions  made  to  the 
treasury  under  the  inlluence  of  the  Centenrn'al  Movement. 

Now  that  the  Centennial  funds  have  been  exhausted,  and  in  view 
of  the  unprecedented  stringency  of  the  times,  we  fear  that  the  work 
of  the  IJoard  will  V)e  greatly  retarded  if  there  is  not  a  decided  effort 
put  forth  by  the  churches  to  prevent  it. 

We  note  with  peculiar  interest  the  sticcoas  of  the  work  in  Cu))a. 
The  work  so  happily  begun  on  that  island  some  years  ago  has 
continued  to  widen  and  deepen,  till  now.  Since  the  day  that 
Diaz  began  to  preach  the  gospel  in  his  ()wn  hired  house  on  that 
priest-ridden  isle  the  blessing  of  (iod  has  attended  in  a  nmrvel- 
ous  degree  every  effort  of  his  people  for  the  pr«)pagntion  of  the 
gospel  in  Cuba.  The  beautiful  house  of  worship  in  the  midst  of  the 
city  of  Havana  is  paid  for.  Diaz  and  his  |)e()ple  now  worship  (lod 
under  their  own  vine  and  fig-tree,  and  none  dare  molest  or  make 
them  afraid,  while  20  other  missionaries  in  Havana  and  adjacent 
towns  are  extending  the  borders  and  i»reparing  the  field  for  the 
coming  harvest.  Surely  w  ith  such  evidences  of  God's  favor  rest- 
ing upon  the  work  the  churches  should  furnish  the  l?oard  with 
the  means  necessary  for  carrying  forward  the  work  in  Cuba. 

We  also  note  with  i)eculiar  pleasure  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union.  Each  year  the  women  of  our  churches  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  elHcient  workers  in  the  great  Held  of  mis- 
sions. Their  societies  are  increasing  and  their  contributions  to 
the  treasuries  of  our  J^oards  are  growing  larger  every  year. 

The  contributioiiu  of  the  wonu>n'«  soeietics  last  year  (l)esides 
what  they  did  for  foreign  missions,  reached  the  handsome  sum  of 
♦2a,2«(U)7,  These  llgures  tell  in  eloquent  terms  what  our  noble 
women  are  doing  in  the  way  of  direct  contributions  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  Ixjrd.  "But  they  do  not  tell  of  the  blessed  in/Iuence  they 
have  sent  out,  and  the  important  help  they  have  rendered  to  all 
our  mission  workers,  as  they  have  circulated  hundreds  of  thousands 


of  paps  of  mission  litpnitiiri«,  written  thousands  of  letters,  odilod 
mission  column*  in  the  impers,  organized  sooieties,  trained  n>i^. 
8ion  })andsof  children,  nent  sunshine  info  the  homes  of  many  of 
our  frontier  missionaries  by  their  valuable  boxes,  created  and 
fostered  the  missionary  spirit  in  our  churches,  and  performed 
much  other  work  which  statistics  can  not  ^ive  but  whose  'record 
is  on  hijfh.'  " 

The  ]?oard  is  still  i)rosecutinp  its  work  in  our  lar^e  Southern 
cities  with  ^ratifyirig  results.  This  is  especially  true  of  New  Or- 
Jeans.  Causes  which  have  hitherto  operated  ntcninst  th<«  work 
there  have;  been  in  a  large  measure  removed  r.rethren  1).  I.  and 
J.  F.  I'urser  so  largely  and  so  favorably  known  in  Alabama,  have 
been  employed  by  the  i'.oard  and  are  now  vigorously  at  work  in 
that  great  city.  I'nder  their  wise  and  etlicient  numagement 
thirigs  are  decidedly  more  hopeful.  With  the  blessings  of  (Jod 
upon  the  labors  of  these  strong  nien,  we  conlidently  look  for  and 
expect  great  th"ngs  as  the  result  of  the  work  in  New  Orleans. 

We  can  not  close  this  report  without  urging  uptm  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  the  work  of  the  llon)e  Hoard  among  the  colored 
j)eople  of  this  State.  The  Home  Hoard,  in  co-oi)erat  ion  with  the 
State  lioard  of  Missiorjs,  have  employed  the  liev.  W.  II.  McAIpine. 
a  man  of  iiigh  character,  an  able  preacher,  a  good  organizer,  and 
thoroughly  understanding  the  needs  of  his  i)eople,  he  has  devised 
a  splendid  system  of  instruction  for  the  colored  preachers  of  the 
State.  We  most  heartily  recommend  this  brother  and  his  work 
to  the  conlidence  and  co-operation  of  the  pastors  and  churches 
throughout  the  State.

J.  \Villinj;liani,  and  the  report  adopted,  as 
follows : 

UKI'OHT  OX  KOUKKiN  MISSIONS. 

During  tlie  late  war  It  wan  accepted,  a»*  a  matter  aimont  beyond 
controversy,  that  when  "Stoiu'wall"  Jackson  projected  his  forces 
against  the  enemy  success  was  sure  to  follow. 

Two  reasons  iiave  been  given  for  the  wonderful  victories 
achieved  by  the  men  who  followed  his  lead. 

The  first  is,  "Obedience  to  orders  was  the  recognized  rule  of 
duty." 
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The  other  is,  "All  alonjj  the  Hue,  from  the  humblest  private  in 
the  ranks  to  the  his;hest  general  onioer,  there  was  an  unlimited 
faith  in  him  who  issued  the  orders." 

A  mightier  captain  than  -'Stonewall"  Jackson,  even  the  Captain 
of  our  salvation  says  to  us,  "Ito  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

Those  were  the  marching  orders  which  he  gave  to  his  immediate 
followers,  and  which  tivdiiy  ring  in  the  ears  of  every  Christian. 

As  a  supplement  to  the  orders,  and  for  the  comfort  and  encour- 
agement of  his  people,  for  all  the  ages,  he  declared, "Lo,  I  am  with 
you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

What  do  we  see  in  this  commission?  and  what  of  good  cheer  to 
lis  is  there  in  his  promised  presence? 

What  are  we  doing  with  reference  to  the  obligation  imposed 
upon  us  by  our  marching  orders'!'  and  what  is  our  conlidence  in 
Inm  w?io  issues  the  orders^ 

As*  IJaptist  people  we  claim  t«>  be.  in  all  of  the  essentials  tea 
positive  obedience  to  divine  command,  the  followers  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

AVe  are  enlisted  in  his  army,  and  we  declare  by  our  enlistment, 
that  we  are  subject  to  orders. 

He  unfurls  a  royal  l»anner,  the  insignia  of  Intimate  and  complete 
triumph  :  .and  a*  lie  |K»ints  to  its  shining  folds  says  to  us  go  and 
plant  it  upon  thr  very  strong-holds  of  .<atan  and  sin  and  death, 
the  wide  world  nv»T. 

As  a  matter  nf  fa<'f ,  are  \\f  much  inff»nt  u|)on  a  forward  move- 
ment? and  is  tln're  that  enthiij'iasm  along  the  line,  such  as  pre- 
sages an  early  victory? 

What  does  tl»e  record  pnjv*'? 

There  are  in  Alabama  one  hundred  thousand  white  I'aptisls, 
who  ar<'  the  constilu»Mitsof  itiis  convention,  and  who  are  declaring 
by  their  atliliation  that  they  are  in  sympathy  with  all  the  efforts 
that  are  being  made  for  the  world'.*  evangelization. 

We  f|Uot«»  fn»m  the  To\K,rt  of  the  Ireasun-r  of  theFor*^ign  Mission 
r.oard  that,  during  the  pai^t  yetr,  we  have  contributed  to  that 
board,  including  the  ('••nt<Mjnial  Furjd,  only  .$ll,r>04.0<).  When  we 
consider  that  we  number  a  hundred  thousand,  and  then  remember 
that  the  per  capita  contributiorj  of  Alabama  IJaptists  to  foreign 
missions  is  only  eleven  centt?,  «urely  there  is  reason  for  us  to  ask 
oiirselves  the  (piestion  :  are  we  a"  oU-dI<»nt  to  the  requirements  of 
the  commission  as  we  ought  to  ^>e? 

IJut  the  figurps  ar**  more  startling  wh«*n  we  consider  that  we 
have  just  passed  through  a  year  of  extended  pfTort  all  alonjf  the 
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lines  of  mission  work  and  that  a  great  deal  of  stress  has  been  laid 
upon  the  "educational  feature"  of  that  elTort. 

We  find,  in  the  conclusion  to  Hie  report  on  foreij^n  misKions, 
made  at  the  last  session  of  the  "Southern  Baptist  Convention," 
this  lantfua^e,  "The  Centennial,  with  its  memories  and  its  suc- 
cesses, should  he  a  clarion  to  stir  the  hearts  of  Southern  Baptists 
to  continued  and  consecrated  and  Christly  contributions." 

The  sentiment  is  thrilling  and  soul-stirrin^';  but  when  we  look 
at  the  per  capita  of  eleven  cents  from  Alabama  JJaplists  we  are 
much  inclined  to  say  that  the  "memories"  and  the  "successes" 
should  be  to  us  a  constant  reminder  of  the  fact  that  our  contribu- 
tions have  not  been  either  "continued"  or  "consecrated"  or 
"Christly." 

When  we  consider  our  numl)er  and  our  ability  we  dare  not  say 
that  we,  as  followers  of  Christ,  arc  doin<;  the  work  of  foreign  mis- 
sions which  loyalty  to  him  demands  of  us. 

The  all-imj)ortant(]uestion  then  is, why  are  we  lacking  in  loyalty? 
That  we  love  the  Lord  none  will  deny.  Why  is  it,  then,  that  we 
do  not  more  fully  show  our  love  by  a  more  consecrated  obedience 
to  his  law  of  work? 

We  conclude  that,  as  love  is  not  wanting,  it  must  be  due  to  our 
lack  of  faith  in  the  divine  promise. 

The  ]\f aster  says  to  us:  "go"  and  "T  am  with  you." 

If  we  more  fully  Ijelieved  in  his  projuised  presence,  would  there 
not  be  more  going  and  more  preaching? 

Would  not  a  continued  and  systematic  enlHrgem(»ut  of  our  con- 
tributions witness  to  our  faith  in  the  |)ower  of  the  gospel? 

We  pray  and  we  i)ray,  "Thy  kingdom  come;"  and  yet  the  little 
edort  we  are  putting  forth  in  order  that  it  may  be  established 
evidences  a  lack  of  faith  in  the  j)romised  gathering  of  the  nations 
to  him. 

What  we  need  is  a  change  in  the  form  of  prayer. 

AVe  need  to  go  to  a  throne  of  grace,  asking  not  so  n}uch  for  the 
coming  of  the  kingdom  as  for  an  increase  in  our  faith. 

The  mea>ure  of  success  in  our  work  for  Christ  will  ever  Ite  de- 
pendent upon  our  faith. 

Jn  the  world's  evangelization,  as  in  almost  any  departmerit  of 
life,  the  results  are  limited  by  the  expectation. 

We  say  we  believe  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  the  cross,  but  we 
have  not  the  faith  to  believe  that  (iod  can  bring  it  to  pass,  even 
in  a  day. 

If  we  had  the  faith,  the  prayer  of  the  ages  would  cease,  and  in 
its  stead  would  be  heard  the  shoutings  and  hosannas  of  a  world 
redeemed  and  disenthralled  fro«n  sin. 
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But  things  that  are  little  and  insi«tu(icant,  when  compared  to 
the  power  of  God,  ))ar  the  way  of  our  faith,  and  shut  us  out  from 
great  bles!?ings. 

We  hear  and  read  a  great  deal  al>out  "intellectual  pagans,"  and 
"learned  heathen"  and  "highly  cultivated  idolaterw;"  and  these, 
are,  to  us  of  little  faith,  almost  insurmounlahle  ol)stacles  in  the 
way  of  the  world's  evangelization.  We  seem  to  have  more  faith 
in  their  power  to  resist  the  truth  than  in  the  power  of  (iod  which 
accompanies  the  truth. 

A  so-called  "Congress"  of  so  called  religiori,  in  which  the  religion 
of  our  l/ord  is  sought  to  be  placed  upon  a  low  level  with  all  the 
••isms"  of  earth,  is  to  a  great  many  of  us  an  Kgyptian  host  in  the 
rear,  and  a  mighty  sea  in  front ;  and  so  great  are  the  fears  of  our 
unbelieving  hearts  that  we  are  unable  to  see  the  outstretched 
hand  of  (iod  moving  the  waters  back. 

We  need  to  travel,  for  a  season,  with  I'aul  in  his  missionary 
work. 

If  we  could  but  si  and  with  him  before  the  philosophers  and  the 
wisest  men  of  idolatrous  atui  pagan  lands,  we  might  learn  to 
know  that  it  is  '  not  by  might,  nor  by  power,"  but  by  the  Spirit  of 
the  living  ( Jod. 

And,  it  may  be.  that  in  spite  of  the  miicli  wisdom  and  culture 
which  confronted  us,  we  might  be  led  to  have  more  faith  in  the 
"all  power"  of  II im  who  bids  us  go  and  preach  the  (iospel. 

Then,  instead  of  standing  still  and  talking  about  the  impedi- 
ments, instead  of  fearing  the  hosts  opposed  to  the  Kingdom  of 
(rod,  we  would  be  able  to  see  a  clear  way  through  the  sea,  and 
would  move  steadily  forward,  intent  upon  the  overcomirjg  of  the 
world  for  Christ. 

We  must  go  forward.    Loyalty  demands  it. 

If  the  amount  contributed  by  Alabama  llaptists  was  needed 
In-^l  year  for  the  work  of  our  I'oreign  lioard,  certain  it  is  that  as 
much  will  be  needed  this  year. 

If  Alal>ama  Ibiptists  could  raise  last  year  $1  l.oOO.'K).  there  is  no 
reason  why  Alal>ama  Maptists  can  not  raise  a  like  amount  this 
year  for  Foreign  Missions. 

If  we  shall  fail  to  do  so  we  can  justly  conclude  that  the  Centen- 
nial, instead  of  being  with  its  memories  and  its  successes  a  clarion 
to  stir  the  hearts  of  S(»uthern  Baptists  to  continued  and  conse- 
crated and  Christly  contributions,  was  but  a  galvanism  which  im- 
parted no  perM\anent  life  to  the  mission  spirit  of  our  people;  and 
that  its  educational  features  were  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  dis- 
play of  oratorical  pyrotechnics,  which,  when  ended,  left  nothing 
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but  a  delist*  smoke,  and  a  dark  beclouded  couceplion  of  the  spirit 
of  true  service  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  But  lei  us  not  fail.  The 
King's  ])U8ines3  is  just  as  urgent,  and  his  command  is  just  as  im- 
perative this  year,  as  it  was  last  year.  There  is  as  much  call  for 
education  and  prayer  a»id  faith  and  giving  now  as  then. 

Duty  under  the  commi^sion  ever  means  going  forward.  If  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged  required  haste  last  year,  it  requires 
as  much  this  year.    Yea,  it  re<iuire8  more  haste. 

The  old  appeal  rings  with  a  clearer  sound  to-day  tlian  ever  be- 
fore from  our  foreign  lields,  "the  harvest  is  plenteous,  the  laborers 
are  few."  \Ake  a  despairirig  cry  it  comes  to  us  fn)m  every  Mace- 
donia.   The  laborers  are  few  I    The  laborers  are  few  I 

While  it  is  true  that  forty  have  been  added  during  the  past  year 
to  our  force  of  missionaries  on  foreign  fields,  it  is  also  true  that  as 
the  laborers  have  multiplied,  the  Held  has  extended  and  the  har- 
vest has  grown  whiter  and  the  cry  is  more  urgent  and  imperative 
than  ever,  "the  laborers  are  few." 

•Tray  ye,  therefore,  the  I.(ird  of  the  harvest,  that  lie  send  forth 
la))orer8  into  His  harvest."  Hut  as  we  pray,  let  us  remember  that 
upon  us  is  devolved  the  solemn  obligation  of  bringing  the  me.«sage 
of  Christ  to  a  lost  world.

T.  L.Jones  presented  the  nj.itter  of  the  hasis  ot* 
representation  in  the  Southern  IJaptist  Convention  and 
aslved  lor  an  e.\i)ression  of  opinion  thereon.  I^  II.  Crnnip- 
ton  moved  thai  the  conventicui  e.xpress  itself  as  lavorini: 
the  numerical  hasis,  and  Z.  I).  Uol)y  ollered  a  substitute 
favorinjr  the  comliined  numerical  and  financial  basis;  and 
the  Hid>stitute  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  20  to  11. 

32.  Tire  presi<lent  announced  theStandin;i  Committees 
to  report  at  next  .session,  as  they  appear  on  second  page  of 
cover. 
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33.  Tlie  rei)()rt  on  educatioii  was  read  by  Z.  D.  Koby  as 
follows: 

HKrOUT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  need  of  oUucatiou  is  mor«  generally  recognized  by  the 
people  of . Alabama  now  than  ever  before.  The  demand  for  edu- 
cation grows  stronger  and  more  imperative.  To  meet  this  grow- 
ing demarid  increased  and  commenda))le  efforls  are  being  made 
by  both  Church  and  State. 

The  State  realizes  its  urgent  necnl  of  an  educated  citizenship; 
a>ul  the  Church  feels  her  warjt  of  an  educated  membership.  In 
this  country  citizenship  does  not  imply,  i)Ut  does  Inrhnlr  all  church 
meml)ership;  and  church  membership  does  imply  citizenship,  but 
iiirhnliH  it  only  in  part.  Hence  this  important  work  of  education 
devolves  alike  upon  l»oth  Church  and  State.  The  State  may  have 
the  larger  share  in  this  work,  liut  the  Church  lias  the  older  and 
deeper  interest  in  it,  and  claims  the  purer,  stronger  motives,  and 
the  higher,  holier  aims  in  what  sIh»  is  doing.  These  two  workers, 
in  this  one  broad  held,  are  co-laborers,  mutually  helpful  and  mu- 
tually dependent.  None  of  tis,  we  are  sure,  would  have  the  State 
do  less,  while  some  of  us  w«)uld  have  the  Church  do  more,  mucli 
niore. 

Some  brethren  are  getting  nervous  and  say,  "the  Stale  is  going 
lo  monopolize  this  whole  business  I"  Well,  suppoM»  it  does,  what 
then?  If  the  Stat(»  can  give  good,  wholesome  ediu-at ion,  at  less 
cost  than  the  Church  schools  can  furnish  it,  the  clmrches  lose 
nothing  but  gairj  much,  they  are  not  hurt  but  helped.  Church 
members  constitute  the  best  and  wisest  and  worthiest  ami  most 
numerous  class  of  Alabanui's  cil  izens  ;  hence,  whatever  .Mabama 
ilovn  for  the  educat  ion  of  her  population  is  done  in  largest  measure 
by  the  brains  and  voles  and  money  of  courch  members. 

If  this  is  true,  why  is  it  then  that  church  schools  do  nt)t  more 
successfully  compete  witli,  and  advance  ])ey(»nd,  State  schools? 
The  answer  is  easy :  there  are  several  denominations  of  Chris- 
tians in  Alabania,  but  the  one  State  holds  them  all  and  taxes  them 
all.  These  several  Christian  denominations  proj)ose  each  to  have 
its  own  college  or  university  :  or,  worse  still,  to  have  two  colleges 
or  two  universities,  one  for  the  boys  and  the  other  for  the  girls. 
This  makes  a  case  of  long  division,  in  which  the  dividend  soon 
proves  too  short  for  the  divisor.  Kvery  denominational  college  is 
brought  into  competition  with,  not  only  State  schools,  but  with 
every    other    denominational    college,   of    whatever   creed   and 
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wherever  located.  That  so  many  of  those  Intititutions  have  thus 
far  survived  may  not  be  a  miracle,  but  it  certainly  is  astonisliing; 
and  it  proves,  as  nothinjf  else  can  prove,  the  genuine  love  our 
people  have  for  Christian  education  and  their  unfeigned  devotion 
to  the  principles  of  their  respective  religious  denominations. 
Who  will  say  that  Chrtudnn  education  is  not  safe  when  controlled 
by  such  a  people? 

II.M'TIST    C'oM.rciKS    IN    AI.AIIAMA. 

Our  Judson  Kemale  Institute  at  Marion  is  still  doing  tho  excel- 
lent service  for  which  it  has  been  so  long  and  so  widely  and  so 
justly  famed.  President  A verott  and  his  well  and  wisely  ohosen 
faculty  are  working  vigorously.  They  are  happy,  and  would  be 
happier,  if  they  had  a  hundred  more  of  Alabama's  fair  daughters 
in  the  Judson.  I'.ut  "hard  times,"  of  which  we  have  all  heard,  are 
no  respector  of  person  nor  of  institutions;  no,  not  even  of  the 
dear  old  Judson.  We  congratulate  the  management  that  all  the 
alTairs  of  the  Judson  are  in  as  good  shape  as  they  are. 

In  regard  to  the  bonded  debt  reported,  we  know  of  nothing 
wiser  or  saf«>r  for  tlie  ('onvention  to  do  than  to  request  the  trustees 
to  make  the  best  arrangement  they  can  for  meeting  the  obliga- 
tion ;  the  Convention  |)romiHing  to  accept  and,  as  far  as  i)ossible, 
to  carry  out  the  arrarigement  made  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees.

President  A.  W.  Mc(Jaha,  together  with  an  able,  hard  working, 
self-sacrilicing  faculty,  has  undertaken,  in  good  earnest,  the  per- 
plexing duties  of  his  highly  responsible  and  exceedingly  ditiicult 
ollice.  The  Howard  did  surprisingly  well  last  year,  and  is  doing 
ecjually  well  so  far  this  year,  circumstances  properly  consid«'red. 
('imiiiiHfnnrrM!  that  is  just  the  word  and  just  the  tro\ibU?  and  the 
only  trouble  at  Howard  College  to-day.  A  year  ago,  in  Anniston. 
the  n'rcnniMtdurff  were  considered  and  a  series  of  resolutions 
passed.  -But  if  the  resolutions  have  ever  alTected  the  circum- 
stances wo  have  not  heard  of  it.  The  resolutions  were  real,  good, 
«//'o/*.7  ones;  and,  a  committee,  consisting  of  eleven  »/»•.(/  able  men, 
was  appointed  to  carry  these  resolutions  into  effect;  and  yet, 
these  strong  men,  with  their  strorjg  resolutions,  made  no  impres- 
sion on  the  circumstance's.

Our  Baptist  brethren  in  this  State  are  not  of  "one  mind  and  one 
heart."

(a  .  Many  of  them— tlie  vast  majority,  we  fear,  are  wholly  un- 
concerned—care for  none  of  these  things. 

(b).  Of  the  rest,  some  are  ardent  and  enthusiastic  advocates  of 
denominational  colleges  in  general  and  of  Howard  College  in  par- 
ticular, hut  send  their  sons  to  State  institutions. 

(c).  Many  others  have  no  definite  opinion,  much  less  any  con- 
viction  of  personal  oMigal ions  to  our  r.ai)tist  schools:  cost  and 
convenience  are  the  only  factors  in  thei:  decision,  as  to  when  and 
by  whom  their  sons  are  to  be  educated. 

(d).  Still  others,  and  not  a  few  either,  are  all  the  time  saying 
that  they  can  see  no  need  for  the  existence  of  the  Howard  or  any 
other  JJaptist  colleges;  that  llaptist  families,  Jiaptist  Sunday 
schools,  r>aptist  churches  and  IWiptist  theological  seminaries  are 
quite  sullicient  to  do  all  needed,  distinctive,  Hai)tist  teaching. 

Now,  these  are  the  facts  in  the  situation,  and  these  facts  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  circunistances  of  which  we  complain,  arid  the 
circumstances  will  remain  unchanged  until  the  facts  are  altered. 

If  our  more  than  102,tMK)  white  Baptists  in  Alabama  were  at  all 
in  sympathy  with  our  college  enterprise,  the  Howard  woiild  have 
40()  students  to-day;  and  if  this  great  host  of  Baptists  was  in  the 
least  concerned  for  the  existence  of  Howard  College,  an  endow- 
ment of  !f.')00,()()0  could  and  would  be  raised  in  the  next  twelve 
months.  They  are  not  and  never  have  been  concerned  for  the 
welfare  of  our  college.    Will  they  ever  be  ? 

If  one-fifth  or  even  one-tenth  of  our  members  were  interested 
to  the  extent  of  only  one  dollar  each,  the  !^l(),(KK)  for  which  the 
Howard  is  now  so  eanu^stly  asking,  that  her  doors  may  l)e  kept 
open  one  year  more,  would  at  once  be  given.  This  (nn:tnifli  of  our 
numbers  never  has  been  interested  for  our  college ;  and,  we  ask, 
will  the  future  prove  better  than  the  past '.' 

The  Howard  management  say  that  not  less  than  .$10,000  must  be 
had  and  expended ////m  'imr.  Shall  we  give  it  to  them?  Jf  not, 
we  are  not  »o  much  in  favor  of  denomiiuitional  education  as  yovi 
heard  we  were. 

If,  among  all  the  graduates  of  the  Howard,  as  tnany  as  one  hun- 
dred of  them  will  raise  each  $100,  that  will  furnish  the  $10,000 
called  for,  and  thoy  will  think  more  of  their  diplomas  than  they 
now  do.  ^ 

If  fifty  men,  preaciiers  and  others,  who  have  received  "honorary 
degrees"  from  the  Howard,  will  raise  an  average  of  $200  each,  the 
$10,0(K)  will  be  secured  and  they  will  i.ave  less  cause,  in  the  future 
than  in  the  past,  to  blush  when  their  high  titled  names  are  called. 

Something   nmsf  be  done;   something  vlll  be  doi)e,  and  done 
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quickly.    IMoney  will  be  raised  for   current    expenges   or   else 
Howard  College  will  close.    Which  shall  be  done  ?

UKrOKT    ON   SrXDAY   SCHOOLS. 

A  search  for  facts  and  figures  on  w  liich  to  hase  a  report  on  ihis 
subject  has  convinced  your  committee  that  all  clerks  of  cliurches 
and  associations  do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  Sunday 
Sch^H)!  work,  else  fuller  reports  would  be  given  by  church  clerku 
to  associations  and  by  assooiational  clerks  in  their  minutes,  and 
from  those  informal  ion  could  be  gathered  that  would  be  both  in- 
teresting and  instructive. 

In  a  letter  to  our  chairman,  I>r.  T.  W  Hell. Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Sunday  School  lioard  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tiorj,  writes:  "1  am  sorry  that  the  iriformalion  attainable  con- 
cerning Sunday  Schools  is  very  meagre.  No  one  can  tell  how 
many  there  are  in  our  Southern  States,  nor  conse<iuently  at  all 
estimate  the  number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  work  either  as 
teachers  or  scholars." 

Statistics,  so  far  as  they  could  be  obt.iined  from  all  sources,  are 
as  follows:  In  ]H!I2,  17,410  churches  in  the  bounds  of  the  Southern 
IJaptist  Convention,  with  a  membership  of  1.2Sl*,221,  reported  8,802 
Sunday  Schools  with  o2,.^l.S  oHicers  and  teachers  and  440,202 
scholars.  Alal)ama,  with  1,530  churches  and  101, (XiO  church  mem- 
bers, reports  (;()<'»  Sunday  Schools  with  2,!)70  ollicers  and  teachers 
and  27,7.02  scholars. 

The  above  ligures  show  that  the  ratio  of  churches  having  Sun- 
day Schools  to  the  total  number  of  churches  in  the  Southern  P>ap- 
tist  Convention  is  a  little  over  tifty  per  cent.,  and  the  ratio  of  ofli- 
cers,  teachers  and  scholars  to  the  whole  number  of  church  mem- 
bership is  a  little  less  than  thirty-nine  per  cent.,  while  in  Alabama 
the  ratio  of  Sunday  Schools  to  churches  is  only  a  little  over  thirty- 
nine  per  cent.,  and  that  of  oflicers,  teachers  and  pupils  to  church 
membership  is  only  a  little  over  thirty  per  cent.  The  ratio  of  otli- 
cers  and  teachers  to  church  membership  in  Alabama  is  less  than 
throe  per  cent.,  revealing  the  startling  fact  that  scarcely  throo 
per  cent,  of  our  church  meniborship  are  engaged  in  Sunday  School 
work. 

Between  275  and  .^00  schools  are  procuring  their  literature  and 
other  supplies  from  the  book  and  colportage  department  of  the 
State  IJoard  of  Missions.  The  sales  will  approximate  this  year 
two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars.    Of  those,  al>out  sixty  per 
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cent,  use  the  Convention  Series.  The  secretary  says:  "We  are 
not  receiving  our  full  <iuota  of  schools  yet.  It  takes  time  to  edu- 
cate the  people  and  f?et  them  in  line,  but  I  am  very  liopeful,  and 
every  quarter  encourages  us  by  new  schools  being  added  to  the 
list." 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  more  attention  is  being  paid  to 
Sunday  School  work  in  connection  with  colportage  than  formerly. 
Virginia,  North  Oarolina,  (n>orgia.  Mississippi,  Texas,  Arkansas, 
Missouri,  Kentucky  and  Tenness«'«  have  organized  Sunday  Sciiool 
work.  Some  are  just  starting,  while  others  are  well  estal)lished 
in  the  work.  It  is  also  encouraging  td  nolo  the  increased  interest 
in  missions  among  the  Sunday  Schools.  This  is  specially  notice- 
al)le  among  the  schools  using  the  ('ouvention  Series  of  helps,  it  be- 
ing a  prominent  feature  of  the  series  to  cultivate  arid  develop  the 
mission  spirit,  recogni/iiig  the  great  truth  that  mission  work  is  a 
part — the  human  part — of  the  plan  of  salvation.  Your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  lias  come  when  the  State  Uoard 
of  .Missioris,  in  connection  with  the  three  boards  of  the  Southern 
I'aptist  Convention,  should  put  a  Sunday  School  evangelist  in  the 
field,  whose  work  it  shall  be  to  l<>ok  after  the  Sunday  School  inter- 
ests of  the  State  and  missions  c(uinect«Hl  therewith.  >Ve  recom- 
mend: 

1st.  That  each  assoriat  ion  organize  Sunday  School  convent  ious 
or  superintendents  aiifl  teachers'  institutes,  the  object  of  which 
shall  be  to  awaken  deeper  interest  in  the  subjects  of  Sunday  Schools 
and  missions,  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  Sunday  School  work. 

L'd.  That  missio!)aries.  colporters  and  missionary  pastors  be 
specially  charged  to  look  after  thosi*  meetings,  aiding  in  their  or- 
ganization in  their  respective  fields,  contributing  to  their  success, 
and  inVvery  way  practicable  |)rumoting  Sunday  Scho«»l  work. 

:5d.  That  clerks  of  ass«)ciations  be  urged  to  publish  in  thr'ir 
minutes  full,  clear  and  c<)ncise  reports  of  Sunday  School  work, 
showing  number  of  schools,  ollicers  and  tea<'hers,  pupils,  propor- 
tion of  church  members  participating  in  the  work,  number  of  bap- 
tisms from  among  the  ranks  of  the  scholars,  and  the  anumnts 
cojjtributed  to  missions,  etc.  And  where  there  is  no  report  from 
u  given  church,  to  make  diligent  inquiry  of  the  delegates  present 
and  publish  ap|»ro\inuite  re|)ort,  or  if  there  1m«  no  scIhmiI,  t«»  so 
titate  in  the  report . 

4th.    That  all  our  Sunday    Schools    be    kindly    but    urgently 

wdicited  to  send  their  orders  for  literature,  song  books,  l'.i)»les, 

etc.,  to  our  own  T.oard,  J.  K.  Collier,  Secretary,  Opelika,  Ala.    And

REPORT  ON   WOMAN'S  WORK. 

.    Vour  Cominiltce  on  Woman's  Work,  bc^  leave  to  Mibinil  tlic  Ibllow- 
inji  report: 

The  reli^'ious  activity  of  Cliristian  women  is  no  new  woi  k.  In  (lalilcc 
lon^  a^o  "The  women  ministered"  to  the  Lord.  Neitlier  is  it  a  new 
lorm  of  denominational  activity  amony  Alabama  Baptists.  li\  1823,  at  the 
lirst  meetmg  of  tlie  Alabama  Baptist  Sate  Convention,  of  the  tweyty 
delegates  composing  that  body,  one-l'.alf  were  sent  by  ladies'  societies,  of 
which  there  were  then  eight  in  number;  one  at  Greensboro,  whbre  wp 
now  have  no  church.  Money  was  liberally  subscribed  by  these  ladies, 
boxes  of  clothing  were  given,  and  one  lady  contributed  her  gold  watch 
and  ihain.     So  that  this  work  is  no  new  fangled  notion. 

To  organize  the  Haplist  women  of  our  State  into  a  band  of  sibters, 
emulating  each  other  in  loving  labors  for  the  Master's  cause,  under  the 
control  of  their  own  churches;  to  aid  in  leading  the  children  to  Christ, 
and  in  training  them  for  His  service;  to  disseminate  missionary  infor- 
mation, and  impart  the  knowledge  of  our  principles  and  of  our  work— 
puch  arc  the  objects  of  these  societies,  and  some  of  the  labors  already 
accomplished  by  them. 

The  Christmas  olVering  for  Japan  amounted  to  !};533,20.  Twentv 
boxes  were  sent  to  frontier  missionaries,  valued  at  .fO-iG.UO.  Four  Cuban 
girls  arc  being  supported  in  Havana. 

Pura  Cova  was  supported  at  the  Judson,  uutil  on  account  of  her 
health,  it  was  thought  best  for  her  to  return  to  Havana,  where  she  is 
now  being  supjwrted.    Total  amount  spent  for  her  ^303.93. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Boaid,  Miss  Anna  B.  Hart- 
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well  has  been  adopted  by  the  ladies  of  tl»e  Birmingham  Association  as 
their  missionary,  and  her  salary  of  $000.00  has  been  sent  to  the  Board, 
and  they  hope  to  send  tiiis  amount  annually.  Miss  Willie  Kellv,  of 
Marion,  is  under  appointment  of  the  Board.  The  Central  Committee 
hopes  to  sustain  her.  The  Ladies  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evergreen 
church  has  pledged  foO.OO  for  her  support. 

The  Anniston  Sunbeams  arc  educatinu  a  boy  in  Mexico. 

The  Sunday  school  of  the  South-side  church  of  Birmingham  is,  and 
has  been,  for  four  years  supporting  a  girl  in  the  Madero  Institute. 

Dr.  Diaz  has  establislicd  a  hospital  for  women  and  children  in 
Havana.  His  appeal  for  help  for  this  noble  work,  is  meeting  with  a 
ready  response  from  the  societies.  The  Sunday  School  of  the  Parker 
Memorial  church,  at  Anniston,  has  furnished  one  room. 

Boxes  are  being  sent  to  frontier  missionaries  Supplies  of  literature, 
programtnes,  etc.,  have  been  furnished  for  the  observance  of  Missionarv 
Day. 

Thirty  a.ssociations  have  contributed  to  the  work  the  past  year;  the 
Birmingham  Association  leading  with  a  contribution  of  over  $1,000.00. 
Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  appreciation  of  the  zeal,  intelligent  plan- 
ning, arduous  labors,  and  unremunerated  toil  of  this  Oenlral  Committee

4.'J.  The  ro])ort  on  the  Orphanage  was  discussed  by  G. 
W.  Dalbey,  J.  W.  8tewarl,  (ieo.  h.  Eager,  W.  B.  Crumpton, 
and  II.  R.  Schrannn,  and  a  collection  for  a  building  fund 
was  taken,  atnounting  to  $70.4,5  in  cash  and  about  $2,000 
in  pledges;  an<l  the  report  was  then  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  TIIR   ORPHANAGE. 

The  boiiril  of  trustees  appointeil  hy  thin  conventi(^n,  aclinj^  iiiulcr  in- 
Ktructions  given  at  A nnistoii,  decided  upon  Evergreen  as  a  temporary 
site  for  the  Orphanai^e,  and  accordingly  opened  the  liome  there  on  the 
8lh  of  last  March.  After  correspondence  with  various  superintendents, 
managers  and  matrons  of  orphanages,  .ind  careful  comparison  and 
study  of  the  constitutions,  by-laws  and  methods  of  operation  of  Nome  of 
the  oldcht  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  laud,  we  adopted  a 
constitution  and  by-laws,  elected  Rev.  J.  W.  Stewart  fmancial  secre- 
tary and  a};ent,|Mr8.  Clara  W.  AnsK-y,  jnatron.and  Mrs.  Jennie  Cannon, 
housekeeper,  and  began  keeping  house  with  Mrs.  Cannon's  throe  chil- 
dren as  the  only  inmates.  Applications  for  .idmission  soon  began'  to 
come  in,  and  first  and  last  we  iiove  received  into  the  Home  twenty-one 
children,  of  whom  eleven  are  hoys  and  ten  girls.  Wo  have  exercised 
befitting  caution  and.care  at  every  step,  opening  with  ho  blast  of  trum- 
)el8  and  making  no  noit^y  appeals  for  patronage  or  gifiH.     Our  people, 
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however,  ill  almost  evcrv  part  of  the  State,  have  rallied  to  the  support 
of  tlie  Home,  and  thus  given  us  an  earnest  of  what  they  will  do  for  it  in 
the  future. 

We  have  received  in  money  durinj;  tlie  year  Jfll, 152.-13.  Friends 
from  various  parts  ot  the  State  have  sent  numerous  and  suhstantiil  ijifts 
of  furniture,  bedding,  cloth,  clothing,  groceries,  fruits,  aggregating  ahout 
$350  00.  The  cost  of  support  per  capita  has  been  about  $S.OO  per 
month. 

Tlic  good  people  of  Evergreen  have  shown  great  interrst  and  kind- 
ness toward  the  Home.  Among  other  gifts  from  them  is  a  milch  cow 
valued  at  $15.00.     Tlie  merchants  sell  u«  food  at  about  cost. 

The  agent  reports  as  paid  out  for  all  purposes  $vS12.58,  and  a  balance 
in  the  treasury  of  $;iO'.».85. 

Last  month  the  modest  house  occupied  by  the  orphans  up  to  that 
time  became  too  small  for  the  growing  number  of  inmates,  and  another 
cottage  was  secured,  and  the  widow  of  the  beloved  J.  L.  Jones,  of  pre- 
cious memory,  was  put  in  charge.  She  also  serves  as  the  Dorcas  of  the 
little  band. 

Six  of  the  children  attend  school  at  the  Evergreen  Academy,  and  are 
making  gratifying  progress.  The  rest  aie  taught,  and  all  are  watched 
over  with  true  motherliness  in  the  Home,  by  tlie  faithful  matron,  Mrs. 
Ansley. 

The  present  (]uarters,  \\hich  have  served  very  well  for  Spring  and 
.Summer,  are  not  suitable  for  the  Winter.  IJetter  housing  of  the  little 
comjiany  which  God  has  committed  to  our  care  is,  therefore,  imperatively 
and  immediately  demanded. 

This  question  vnust  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  more  proini- 
nent  question  which  comes  before  us,  of  locating  the  Home  permanently. 

We,  therefore,  requested  that  a  committee  of  tljree  from  this  body  he 
appointed  to  sit  with  the  oOicers  and  trustees  of  the  Home  here  present 
to  consider  any  and  all  offers  made,  or  to  be  made,  looking  to  the  per- 
manent location. of  the  Home.  This  is  the  question  now  before  the 
Board . 

It  may  he  well  to  add  that  such  steps  as  we  have  tluu  far  taken  finan* 
cially  in  the  establishment  of  the  Honie,  have  been  necessarily  taken  in- 
dependently of  the  generouH  action  of  Mrs.  Maria  L.  B.  Woodson  in 
deeding  to  the  convention  her  entire  estate  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Widows  and  Orphans'  Home.  According  to  the  terms  of  the  deed, 
neither  this  property,  nor  any  part  of  the  income  thereof,  io  to  accrue  to 
the  convention  or  to  the  Home  until  the  death  of  the  donor.  Our 
action,  therefore,  is  not  to  be  construed  as  .abating  one  jot  or  tittle  of 


the  appreciation  and  gratitude  already  expressed  to  God  and  our  sister 
for  her  noble  impulses,  purposes  and  offering.

45.  The  report-  on  Temperance  was  read  by  Geo.  B. 
Kager  and  discussed  by  W.  J.  Elliott,  J.  M.  Kailin  and 
I.  A.  White,  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

RKPORT  ON  TEMPI:RANCR. 

Tlie  last  coineiilioii  made  it  the  duty  of  this  coniinittce  to  endeavor 
to  secure  legislation  in  the  interctt  of  temperance  and  the  I-.ord's  day. 

Through  a  combination  of  unfortunate  and  practically  unavoidable 
circumstances,  tlie  committee  was  prevented  from  ever  having  a  meet- 
ing, and  nothing  was  done. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact,  however,  that  legislation  in  behalf  of  both  llie 
interests  entrusted  to  this  committee  was  sought  by  other  parties  at  the 
liands  of  the  last  Legislature,  w  ith  no  success. 

"The  evils  of  intemperance"  is  an  old  lluMiie  that  does  not  need  to  be 
treated  in  this  report.  The  burning  and  living  question  lias  reference 
to  remedies.  What  is  to  bo  done.'  Absolute  prohil)ition  has,  we  be- 
lieve, proven  a  failure  in  many  places;  not  through  fault,  generally,  of 
the  law,  but  because  of  the  lack  of  moral  sentiment  among  the  people, 
and  often  because,  perhaps,  of  unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  those 
charged  with  the  duty  of  the  apprehension  of  law-breakers. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  moral  sentiment  of  the  people,  without 
which  Ihe  law  will  be  a  dead  letter,  is  growing.  It  is  often  said  now 
that  drunkenness  is  a  decreasing  evil,  and  certainly  fewer  intoxicated 
men  ore  seen  reeling  on  our  streets  than  formerly;  but  as  long  as  annual 
expenditures  in  the  United  States  show  an  outlay  of  $1,200,(X)0,000  for 
liquor,  $8o,()00,00{.»  for  public  education,  and  $  1 1 ,000,000  for  home  and 
foreign  missions,  it  cannot  be  thought  that  the  evil  has  grown  appre- 
ciably less;  nor  with  such  figures  crying  to  heaven,  and  to  us,  can  it  be 
said  that  the  American  conscience  has  been  very  deeply  stirred  on  the 
liquor  question. 

The  liquor  power,  with  its  millions,  and  with  so  deep  an  entrench- 
ment in  the  affections  and  habits  of  our  people,  can  only  be  successfully 
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attacked  when  there  .shall  be  brought  to  bear  aj;ainht  it  the  cooperation 
of  every  moral  force.  There  seems  to  be  in  the  Kast  the  ^ray  dann  of 
such  n  day.  Let  this  convention  and  the  Baptist  hosts  of  Alabama 
place  themselves,  squarely,  fearlessly,  aggressively  against  the  evils  of 
liquor-selling,  liquor-buying,  and  liquor-drinking;  and  let  us  give  the 
right  hand  of  our  most  earnest  co-operation  to  every  legitimate  agency 
that  works  for  the  overthrow  of  this  great  curse,  for  tlie  drying  up  of 
"this  Amazon  among  the  rivers  of  wretchedness." 

But  let  us  not  give  ourselves  away  to  the  mischievous  error  of  sup- 
posing that  the  greatest  and  most  ellkient  agency  in  this  great  reform 
is  to  l)e  found  in  the  arm  of  the  secular  power.  Moral  public  sentiment 
must  support  temperance  legislation,  and  this  sentiment  must  be  created 
by  the  pulpits  and  the  churches. 

It  is  not  legislation,  but  the  gospel,  that  is  the  most  potent  factor 
among  all  the  inflr.jnces  that  work  for  the  liberation  of  man  from  the 
bondage  of  sin,  and  the  reorganization  of  society  upon  lines  of  right- 
eousness and  wisdom.

Articf.k  I.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  "Tlie  Alabama  Baptist 
State  Convention,"  and  hhall  consist:  (1)  of  three  delegates  from  each 
Baptist  District  Association  in  Alabama,  co-operating  with  this  con- 
vention, if  said  Association  shall  have  five  hundred  members,  or  under 
and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  five  hundred  memberf,  or  fraction 
thereof,  above*  that  number,  whose  annual  election  or  appointment  shall 
be  duly  certified  by  the  printed  minutes,  or  certificate  of  an  olVicer  of  the 
Association  represented  by  them  ;  (Ji)  of  one  delegate  from  each  church, 
co-operating  with  this  Convention,  if  said  church  shall  have  fifty  mem- 
bers, or  under,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  fifty  members,  or 
fraction  thereof,  al)ove  that  number  ;  (3)  of  persons  who  contribute 
funds,  or  are  representatives  of  churches  ccntributing  funds  for  the  reg- 
ular work  of  this  Convention,  on  the  basis  of  one  representative  for 
each  one  hundred  dollars  actually  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Boards 
of  this  Convention  during  the  fiscal  year  preceding  its  assembling. 
But  in  all  cases  tnust  delegates  to  this  body  be  brethren  of  Baptist 
Churches  in  good  standing. 

Artici.k  II.  The  oflicers  of  the  Convention  bhall  be  a  President, 
first  and  Second  Vice-Presidents,  a  Itecording  Secretaty,  and  a  Treas- 
urer, together  with  a  Board  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  named,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  their  olVices 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Articlr  III.  The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  the  deliberations  of 
the  Convention,  and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  execu- 
tive olVicer  of  delibeiate  bodies. 

Artici.k  IV.  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  ol  the  pro 
ceedings  of  the  Convention,  and  soon  after  the  rising  of  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  boily,  shall  attond  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
minutes  of  the  same,  of  whicli  he  shall  preserve  a  file,  which  file  shall 
constitute  the  authentic  record  of  the  Convention.  He  shall  also  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  body.  For  his  services  he  may  receive 
a  reasonable  compensation.  The  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  the  compensation  of  the  Secretary,  shall  be  paid  for  by  a 
fro  rata  taken  from  the  funds  sent  for  the  various  objects  fostered  by 
this  body  each  year. 

Article  V.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
Convention,  and  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention;  and  he 
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bhall  make  an  atiniial  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall 
be  audited  and  published  with  tlie  minutes. 

Article  VI.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, and  Treas- 
urer, with  nine  other  brethren,  shall  compose  the  IJoard  of  Directors, 
Jive  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  authorized  to  transact  any  business 
of  the  Convention  during  the  recess  thereof,  and  sliall  report  their  pro- 
ceedings at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Articlk  VII.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Diiectors  whenever  the  exigency  of  the  circumstances  may, 
in  his  judgment,  require  the  same. 

Articlk  VIII.  The  design  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  elicit, 
combine  and  direct  the  energies  of  the  llaptistsof  Alabania  in  one  sacred 
etlbrt  to  encourage  and  promote  (l)Thc  propagation  of  the  gospel  in 
this  State,  and,  through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  the  destitute 
parts  of  the  world;  (2)  The  education  of  those  it  believes  called  of  God 
to  the  ministry;  (8)  The  education  ol'the  yoiitli  of  our  conntry;  (4)  The 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  Wonl  of  (JotI  and  other  literature; 
(5)  The  organization  and  usefulness  of  Sunday  Schools  and  other 
religious  and  educational  jnovements  it  may  deem  promotive  of  the 
interests  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  sanctioned  by  the  Word  of  God. 

Articlk  I\.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  control  of 
any  Literary  or  Theological  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  may  here- 
after be,  originated  in  tliis  body;  aiid  it  shall  choose  for* such  institution 
a  Hoard  of  twerity-four  Trustees,  to  serve  for  six  years,  of  whom  one- 
third  shall  go  out  of  ollice  biennially;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall,  on 
all  occasions,  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Convention,  and  make  an 
annual  report  to  thi«,  l)ody  on  the  state  of  such  institution. 

Articlr  X.  The  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  as 
may  be  disposed  to  aid  in  any  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned  in 
the  Slh  Article,  and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  funds  contributed  to  the 
objects  which  may  be  designated  by  the  donors,  a  jwrtion,  however, 
being  taken  pro  niia  from  the  same  for  contingent  expenses,  in  the  event 
of  the  insullicicr.cy  of  the  general  fund  for  that  purpose. 

Artici.kXI.  The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions  from  Societies,  solicit 
churches  and  associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  jmd  to  further 
all  objects  of  this  body. 

Articlk  XI I.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  send  delegates 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with 
which,  in  its  wisdom,  it  may  wish  to  communicate. 

Article  XIII.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  sueh  time 
and  place  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

Article  XIV.  Th2  funds  of  the  Convention  shall  consist  of  volun- 
tary contributions  or  donations  and  not  otherwise. 
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Artfcle  XV.  The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising 
authority  over  any  church  or  association,  hereby  acknowledging  that 
every  church  is  independent,  and  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable 
to  no  body  of  men  on  earth. 

Article  XVI.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  bv 
the  concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting,  but  not  so  as  to  infringe  the  15th  Article. 

Article  XVII.  All  amendments  or  alterations  of  this  Constitution 
•hall  be  proposed  at  one  session  and  acted  upon  at  the  next.
